President Of Tunisia Says Miracle Prevented His Assassination 


TUNIS. Tunisia (U P I)- P r e s i ­ 
dent Habib Bourguiba said on 
Wednesday that only a “veritanle 
m iracle” saved him from assas­ 
sins led by an officer of his per­ 
sonal bodyguard. 
Bourguiba lifted some of the 
secrecy surrounding the reported 
conspiracy against his regime in 
his first public statement on the 
affair. 
He said the conspirators plan­ 
ned to assassinate him and seize 
power. 


“Treason was all around me.,” 
he said. ‘T onner goat herders 
were getting ready to become 
ministers.” 
Speaking to the Congress of Tu­ 
nisian Women’s Union at Ref.

guiba named as two of the chief 
conspirators Capt. Kebair Meh-

Anything newer than that 
goes to the state. I had to take 
the state in as a partner. They 
finally nationalized even part of 
the lot the garage and my house 
were built on “ 
The preparations were compli­ 
cated and thorough. Weidner and 
Wagner worked together to obtain 
the steel plates, not an easy thing 
in shortage-ridden East Germany. 
They had to fit them to the side 
of the bus and to m ake eve-slits 
in the plates to go over the wind­ 
shield.

eclipsed even the dollar fluctua­ 
tions of the 1929 crash and the 
great 1930 bear market recovery 
Rut this was because the market 
today is worth many times as 
much. 
The year began with the aver­ 
ages just under the all-time peaks 
established in December 1961 
Unaccountably, many thought, 
the market slipped sharply frgm 
January through March. Most an­ 
alysts insisted it was only an 
overdue correction of the spec­ 
ulative excesses of late 1%1 and 
confided 
that 
an even 
greater 
buying opportunity was at hand 
By mid-May, when the selling 
snowball reached glacial propor­ 
tions and well after the adminis­ 
trative had checked an attempt 
by the steel industry to raise its 
price levels, the market letters be­ 
came universally bearish Rv that 
time it was all over except for 
the wild, two-day 24 million share 
climax of May 28-29. 
False Boom 


It became increasingly obvious 
during the avalanche that 
the 
J962 business "boom” had proved 
no more than "high level econ­ 
omic stagnation” and "profitless 
prosperity." 
Business profits dropped from 
the moderate level of late 1961 
and fears grew, on the basis of 
administration 
statements, 
that 
the post-war inflationary period 
was over and bearish deflationary 
tendencies 
might 
soon 
assert 
themselves. 


In early July the market turned 
higher soon after the president 
said 
that 
the 
nation 
needed 
broad personal and corporate tax 
cuts. It had staged roughly a 33 
per cent recovery by late August 
with the market letters saying 
"the late summer rally may well 
be extended.”

on its "high plateau.” 
The tip sheets were chanting 
“ we are witnessing either a ser­ 
ious test of the year’s lows or a 
resumption of the bear market be­ 
gun early this year"—and it was 
at just that time the prices sky­ 
rocketed.

Accumulate Cash 
The factors behind the early 
winter rally were still present at 
year’s end although they seem 
well discounted. In addition to re­ 
lief from fear of nuclear war and 
a surge in national pride and con­ 
fidence, there is a new bull mar­ 
ket signal by the well-worn Dow 
Theory, the evidence of technical 
strength in the largest short in­ 
terest position in stock exchange 
history, and the fact that most in 
stitutions 
have 
accumulated 
a 
large amount of cash for rein 
vestment. 
Hopes for a tax cut in 1963 
have been well fed and the re 
fueling of bullish inflationary fears 
has come at a time when it is 
expected the federal deficit will 
he $7.8 billion during the current 
fiscal year. Also business indexes 
remain around their peaks and 
the latest earnings and dividend 
are substantially higher than in 
1961.

Praise For The 


Not so long ago when F ran cis G a ry Pow ers fell 


out of the sky over Soviet Russia w ith his U-2 plane, 


^ < e r e w as m uch wringing of hands over the supposed 


risk to world peace that w as involved in staging high- 
altitude espionage flights. But w here would the United 
S tates be w ithout such reconnaisance? The role the U-2 
played 
in 
revealing the build-up of 
Soviet 
m issile 
strength in Cuba calls for national gratitude to the 
people who m ad e the rem ark ab le plane, and to the 
Eisenhow er Adm inistration for originally sanctioning 
its use. 


The so-called ‘’liberal" line on the Pow ers affair 
w as that it irresponsibly shattered the chances for a 
su m m it m eeting at P a ris that m ight have succeeded 
in easing all the tensions of the Cold W ar. Luckily for 
everyone, that view w as swallowed with a few tum b ler­ 
fuls of salt 


Actually, the fall of the U-2 told Khrushchev 
nothing that he didn’t know already; with modern 
detection equipment all big m ilitary powers have a 
pretty fair notion of what is going on in their own 
claim ed "air sp ace.” Khrushchev, an adept at shed­ 
ding crocodile tears and sim ulating a shoe-banging 
fit of anger any tim e it seem s histrionically neces­ 
sary. obviously broke up the sum m it conference 
because he knew the United States knew too much 
about the actual state of Soviet m ilitary prepared­ 
ness. He was not in a position to bluff. 


The truth w as that the U-2. a glider plane that can 
cru ise som e 70.000 feet high in the air with rem ark ab le 
telescopic c a m era equipm ent in its belly, had been 
bringing back information about Soviet missile e m ­ 
placem en ts and industrial complexes for four crucial 
y ears. 
Even installations behind the U rals in Siberia 
had been photographed. 
The ‘‘h a r d s ’’ w ere alw ays 
critical of E isenhow er’s willingness to accept K hrush­ 
chev socially: they w ere particularly provoked by the 
fam ous m eeting at 
C a m p David 
But 
Khrushchev, 
knowing that 
the C.I A. knew plenty 
about 
Russia, 
could not have been deluded about any "softness" in 
his C am p David host 
Eisenhow er, leading from the 
s u re strength of knowledge was simply preserving the 
am enities. 


The four y ears' garner of aerial photographic intel­ 
ligence about the state of the Soviets’ m issile p rep ared ­ 
ness had given at least relative firm ness to our diplom ­ 
acy. 
Without it. we m ight have been scared out of a 
dignified stand in Berlin: we m ight have pursued a 
c rav en policy in the F a r E ast: we m ight have fallen 
for a sum m it conference that would h av e sent K hrush­ 
ch ev back to Moscow chortling at the F ree W orld's 
gullibility. 
But none of these possible disasters ev er 
happened. The U-2 w as assuredly the prim e reason. 


A realist. President Kennedy saw no sense in dis­ 
counting high - altitude reconnaissance where it w as 
indicated. Nothing w as said—but when the Red Chinese 
recently captured a U-2. and when the Russians p ro ­ 
tested the violation of their air space over Sakhalin 
Island, it was obvious that the United States had not 
deliberately chosen to put out its .own eyes. C am e the 
shipm ents of Soviet ballistic missiles to Cuba and the 
subsequent preparation of missile sites in the jungles, 
and our high altitude watch paid off all over again 


This time the "softs" have not bewailed high- 
altitude sp> ing. 
Even they m ust realize that the 
ability of the t oited States to keep posted on all 
-Aho m any m achinations against it is in itself a cause 
of peace. 
U -’s over t uba have elicited no hand- 
wringing in neutral nations; they respect the nation 
that can take carr of itself. 


The com pany that produced the U-2. the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation of California, is an impersonal 
capitalistic outfit insofar as it is known to the public. 
The designer of the U-2, C larence '"K elly "' Johnson, 
is fam ous only in his own circles. Rut when. on Octo­ 
b er 14. U-2 planes returned from over Cuba with the 
p ictures that revealed the preparation of launching sites 
for m issiles that could have destroyed any city in the 
United States cast of the Mississippi 
the m en respon­ 
sible for the U-2 m u st have felt a glow in their h e arts 
that is full compensation for their relativ e obscurity. 
Once again they had saved .American foreign policy: 
once again they had lent firm ness to our posture in 
the world when firm ness w as needed to keep the sum 
of things from unravelling.

The plain truth is that P re si­ 
dent de Gaulle and most of those 
around him a re no m ore eager to 
have the British join the E u ro ­ 
pean Common M arket than they 
w ere last year.

“ The present seems to be the 
most propitious time . . . to 


enter Maryland.” So wrote the commander 
of the Arm y of Northern Virginia, Robert 
E. Lee, to President Jefferson Davis after 
the Confederate victory over John Popes 
Union forces in the Seoond Battle of Bull 
Run. Regardless of the risks involved in in­ 
vading the North, Lee advised, “ W e cannot 
afford to be idle.” 
Aggressive movements that would “ harass, 


if not destroy, the enemy” would divert fur­ 
ther Union movements away from Richmond. 
It could also provide his men with much 
needed supplies from a region that had thus 
far escaped the ravaging of foragers. 
Lee moved his army across the Potomac, 


by ferry, bridge and wading, the first week 
of September and occupied Frederick, The 
next week could have been a propitious time 
for destroying him, if only the Union high 
command had been more sagacious. It was 
presented with a copy of Lee's instructions 
to his division commanders. 
This, dated 


Sept. 9, 1862, somehow got out of the pos­ 
session of Gen. D. H. H ill into the hands of 
a Union soldier and reached McClellan. 
McClellan, restored to full command of 


the Union forces in the East after John 
Pope’s failure at Bull Run, drew a new plan 
based on the intercepted order. “ My general 
idea is to cut the enemy in two and beat 
him in detail,” he wrote Sept. 33.
